NOTIFICATION 

Cochin, the 3rd May, 2006

S.O. 719(E) . —In exercise of the powers conferred on me under Section 45(1) of the 
Customs Act, 1962,1, D.D. Ingty, Commissioner of Customs, Cochin, hereby appoint Cochin 
Port Trust to be the custodian of imported timber logs arrived at Cochin Port and stored in the land 
near R.N. A.S. area and Central School at Southend as notified under Section 8(a) and Section 
8 (b) of Customs Act, 1962 videNotificationNo. 2/2006 dated 3-5-2006 until they are cleared 
for home consumption or warehoused or transshipped in accordance with the provisions of the 
sai d Act and subject to the following conditions: * ’ 

1, Custodian of the goods meant for import would be required to comply with all 
provisions of Customs Act, 1962, more specifically the provisiot^ of Section 
45(2) of the Customs Act, 1962 as well as Rules & Regulations and instructions 
issued from time to time in this regard 

2, The Custodian shall be responsible for proper receipt, handling, storage, and shall 
be accountable for the loss of imported goods after latKling and before clearaiKie. 

They shall also maintain proper record of all such goods including the record of 
goods which are cleared with the permission of the Customs Deptt. or disposed of 
under Section 48 or otherwise. 

3, If any imported goods are pilfered or lost after unloading in the Customs area 
while in the custody of the Custodian, then in terms of provisions of Section 
45(3) of Customs Act, 1962, shall be liable to pay duty on such pilfered goods. 

4. The imported goods, which are not cleared for home consumption or 
warehousing or transshipment wiUun 30 days of unloading thereof or within such 
further period as the proper officer may allow; or the imported goods, to which 
the importer relinquishes his title as provided in Section 23(2) of the Customs 
Act, 1962, such goods shall not be sold under the provisions of Section 48 of the 
Customs Act, 1962, by the Custodian without obtaining permission from the 
proper officer of Customs.

5. The Custodian shall fBrovide safe, 
loading/unloading^storing of the cargo.

6 . The Custodian shall provide sufficient modem handling equipment in operational 
condition for handling the cargo in the notified area. 

7. No alteration of the plan in the Customs area shall be made without the 
concurrence of the Commissioner of Customs, Cochin. 


8 . Security of the Customs area shall be the responsibility of the Custodian subject 
to the prior approval from the Commissioner of Customs of the arrangements. 
The cost of security has to be borne by the custodian 

9. The Custodian shall provide free furnished office space for the Customs 
Department at place of clearance, whenever required. 

10. Custodian shall not charge any rent / demurrage on the goods detained by the 
Customs Department imder the Customs Act or any other Act for the time being 
in force. However, the Customs Department shall pay rent to the custodian after 
the ownership of the goods vests in the Government after confiscation The rate 
of rent for such goods sha h be fixed by the Commissioner in consultation with 
CPWD or local Revenue or Rent Control Authorities. 

11. In case the custodian wants to sublet any of the functions inside the Customs area 
or connected with the Customs area, the same should be done with prior approval 
of the Commissioner of Customs and the custodian shall remain responsible for 
the omissions and commissions of the said agency. 

12. Duration of the appointment shall initially remain for 5 years and subject to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioner of Cust«»ns. Commissioner of Custcxns shall 
have the right to terminate the appointment at any time after assigning specific 
reasons and giving an oKJortunily for the custodian to explain his case. The 
appointment shall be reviewed after every 5 years thereafter.
